Pupils now in school. know little about the Central High School Liberty 
Chest, except that from time to time they hear of it when its trustees vote appro- 
priations for Christmas pageants, for special assemblies, for the athletic associa- 
tions, or for other purposes which are beneficial to the school as a whole. 

During the period of the World War, the Central High School played a 
patriotic part, inasmuch as it creditably supported the Liberty Loan campaigns 
and the Red Cross drives, and organized groups for the purpose of buying War 
Savings Stamps. Then, too, many of the graduating classes left Liberty Bonds 
and War Savings Stamps to the school without specifying a way for this money 
to be spent. The cash value of these gifts amounted to a goodly sum. To handle 
this money, the Central High School Liberty Chest was organized. 

The Principal of the school, one representative of the faculty, and one alumnus, 
together with the presidents of the three upper classes, constitute the board of 
trustees. This body is governed by a constitution and by-laws. The constitution 
provides for semi-annual meetings at which appropriations may be made for 
the expenditure of the interest earned by the Liberty Chest funds. The principal 
sum, now approximately $2150, will be enlarged each February and June, since 
each class in the school has adopted the ‘Model Constitution,’ which states 
that the balance left in class treasuries after graduation shall be donated to the 
Liberty Chest.

The Central High School has in past years felt the need of a permanent 
student organization to which such school problems as directly concerned the 
student body might be referred. A plan for student government was discussed 
several years ago, but the committee which had the matter in charge — a com- 
mittee thoroughly representative of the students — came to the conclusion that 
student government was not desirable here. The need of a central student 
organization was, nevertheless, a real one. Recognition of this need by Kendall 
Joy, President of the Class of 19213, led hima year ago to propose the organization 
of some such body as the present Student Advisory Board, the purpose of which 
should be, not student government, but co-operation between the various student 
activities, the development of school spirit, and the wise guidance and application 
of student opinion. 

Last fall Mr. Joy discussed his plan with members of the faculty and with the 
presidents of the classes; and, with Mr. Hill’s approval, a meeting of representa- 
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tives of all the major student organizations of the school — and representatives, 
also, of the faculty — was called to consider the matter. The idea of a central 
student board was approved by this meeting, and, as a result, a general plan was 
agreed upon, a name was adopted, a constitution was drawn up, and, on January 
11, 1922, the Student Advisory Board of the Springfield Central High School 
was organized. 

The Board has two principal objects: (1) to promote the co-operation of all 
student organizations to the end of fostering an active school spirit; (2) to establish 
and maintain a means for the effectual concentration and expression of student 
opinion. As provided for in the constitution, the Board was at first made up of 
the presidents of the six undergraduate classes; a representative of each of the 
following organizations, namely, the Senate, the House, Pierides Alpha, Pierides 
Beta, The Players, the French Club, the ‘‘Central Recorder,’ the Boy’s Athletic 
Association, the Girls’ Athletic Association, and the Liberty Chest; and three 
representatives of the faculty, appointed by the principal. The president of 
each undergraduate organization is the representative of that organization unless 
he already represents some other body, in which case the next ranking officer is 
the representative. The faculty trustee of the Liberty Chest represents that 
body. Later, the Postgraduate Class of 19215 was granted representation. 

Since its organization the Board has met regularly once a month as the 
constitution provides. Many problems have been presented for its consideration, 
among these being the following: the question of distinguishing on report cards 
between a dangerously low “‘C”’ grade and other “‘C”’ grades; the general question 
of the excessive participation of individual students in school activities outside 
the curriculum; the question of a “get-acquainted”’ day; the question of the 
extent to which the various classes should be permitted to hold class dances, 
class socials, and enterprises for raising money for class purposes; and a question 
concerning the legality of a certain class election. On all these questions the 


Board has taken action, and its recommendations have in general been approved 
by Mr. Hill. 


The members of the Student Advisory Board feel that the work it has already 


accomplished justifies its organization, and they believe it holds large possibilities 
of good for the school. _ If its possibilities are fully realized by the students, it will 
prove an efficient instrument for developing co-operation between students and 
faculty and among the various student organizations, as well as a powerful 
means of promoting school spirit of a kind that will make Central High School a 
better place to grow up in than ever before.

The year 1921-1922 has been one of marked progress for the Central Recorder.

Assuredly it was a red letter day for Central when the G. A. A. came into 
existence! This organization, boasting a one hundred percent membership 
of feminine Centralites, has proved and is proving one of the liveliest, most 
enthusiastic, and most helpful of all the organizations in the school. | From what 
we know of the G. A. A.’s generosity, we should say that there is a substantial 
treasury, yet each member is assessed only five cents a month. At the Christmas 
Assembly the G. A. A. was much cheered and applauded when it came forward 
with $75 to be used either for the extremely necessary new curtain or for the 
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Liberty Chest. Recently, hearing that Central lacked only $65 for complete 
payment for this new curtain, the G. A. A. organization again proved its salt 
when it generously and wholeheartedly supplied the deficit. An entirely new 
plan has originated in the G. A. A. this year. The object is to determine both 
fairly and accurately the ‘Best All-Round Girl” in Central. For this purpose, 
bulletins whereon each girl in school is represented, have been put up at the en- 
trance to the “gym” office.

Because it is a book taking in the whole school, all Central was 
intent upon making it a success as far as financial support was concerned, while 
the editors have tried to make it a book in every way worthy of Central.

Athletic Association, that splendid organization of which Central has great reason 
to be proud, will furnish the best illustration of this quality as a component of 
school spirit. It is well known that the G.A.A. on its own initiative has repeatedly 
risen to the occasion with welcome checks. It was a check for sixty-five dollars 
from the G. A. A. that completed the fund needed for paying for our beautiful 
curtain. 

Yes, “Central First’? has been the motto which has made Central a school of 
which we may well be proud. Just as long as each individual student realizes 
that he must broaden his activities and interests from his class to the school as a 
whole, Central will remain upon the pedestal to which ceaseless and unselfish 
labor has raised her this year.

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A Famous Trial
